« GeorgiaAve — 35 & 40 MPH
e Norbeck Rd -35 & 40 MPH
« Connecticut Ave — 35 MPH
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Corridor Projects

Projects with multiple sub-projects along a road

* Aspen Hill Neighborhood Greenway — traffic calming
treatments to create a neighborhood connection for

comfortable biking without creating separated bicycle
facility.

* Veirs Mill Road Bus Rapid Transit +
Pedestrian/Bicycle Facilities — improved crossings
plus continuous sidewalks.

« Bel Pre Road Safety Audit — audit complete and
moving into design. Preliminary design supported
through regional grant.

 Randolph Road Safety Audit — audit complete (final

report pending) between Georgia Ave and Connecticut
Ave.

« Georgia Avenue — ongoing coordination with State
Highway for finding long-term solutions after short-term
improvements made with lower speed limits.
